APPEAL DECISION 
ON INHERITANCE 
TAX FOR_CHURCKES 


An appeal was taken 
to common 
pleas court Jrom the decision of Pro­ 
bate Judge J. C. Marshall in the* mat­ 
ter of exceptions to the determination 
of the inheritance tax in the estate of 
Dennis "VV. Gosley as it relates to the 
legacies of the Reformed and the First

An order has been issued by 
the council to stop flogging at the city tockade pending a thor­ 
ough investigation. The “bucking chair,” in which it to alleged 
prisoners are strapped to receive their flogging, has also come 
under general condemnation. 
Any one who is shocked at the fact that within recent years 
men and women nave been flogged in Georgia prisons would do 
well to inquire into local prison regulation*- to see whether his 
own city, country and state arp wholly free from cruel practices. 
No sane citizen would advocate condoning crime or coddling 
criminals. Rut tne day has passed in which enlightened men and 
women favor brutal and inhuman treatment of such persons. 
Cruelty and inhumanity do not compensate society for the wrong 
previously done by the criminal. 
Neither do they cause 
the 
prisoner to repent of his crime and seek to atone for HR wrong 
doing. *• They are far more likely ti 
a feeling of revenge, 
and to increase rather than to cure viciousness. The nearer we 
come to abolishing such evil and inhuman practices, the nearer 
we shall come to finding the real and lasting means ot remak­ 
ing wrong doers into good citizens and of 
protecting society 
from incorrigible criminals.

Cream one large 
tablespoon lard with one-half cup 
sugar, add one egg beaten, one cup 
milk, two cups flour, two teaspoons 
baking powder sifted with pinch of 
salt and flour; stir in thick batter 
and pour over the fruit and bake 
three-quarters of an hour in a mod­ 
erate oven.
